ee. third annual meeting of the National 


Society, Ballsbridge. yesterday. 
Frame presided. at the outset. 

The annual report, which was read by Mr. 
J J. Bergin, honorary secretary, stated that 
the third inter-county ploughing contest, held 
recently at Clondalkin, was remarkable in 
many ways. That fourteen counties sent 
teams was in itself a sure criterion that Irish 
agriculturists had not lost hope for the 
future. Men from every county in Ireland 
attended to watch the work of fifty-seven 
competitors. Interest in that competition had 
been widened by the introduction of a contest 
for the best pair of Irish draught horses, for 
which the Royal Dublin Society offered a 
valuable cup. The all-round good likely to 
result from that competition was immeasur- 
able. Interest in the Irish draught horse 
would be aw@Rened in every parish, and in 
time competition would become exceptionally 
keen, 

The report went on to say that “ there is a 
future before those who preduce horses likely 
to make hunters, and it is generally admitted 
that the Irish dfaught mare rakes ide: 
foundation stock.” Then, again, they were 
turning from an Ireland of an unbalanced 
agriculture to an Ireland of ploughed fields, 
and so they proceeded from a condition where 
draught animals were in. just sufficient 
numbers to meet ordinary demands to a cot- 
cition where the supply would likely be 
adequate, and, they felt they were acting 
wisely in such circumstances along channels 
which they knew to be good for the country 
and the individual. There was a wide 
field of development before the Association, 
and so long as the members tried to carry 
through each year on the same plane of equity 
and fairness as in the past, they were sure 
to have the help and co-operation of pro- 
gressive farmers. 

Thanks were conveyed to the donors of the 
various cups, and to the Joint Committee, 
the Chairman, Mr. Blake; the hon. sec.. Mr. 
T. Ward, and his colleagues, Mr. O’Connor 
and Mr, Green. |
